Mr. Glass said lie was not at liberty
to disclose what was discussed In the
conference.

"That's what ho talked about,"' he
said, as he exhibited with a amlle a
handful of five-doll- sold pieces. He
remarked, however, that none of the bills
supposed to. be before his committee in
congress was authentic and the commit-
tee had not. yet drafted any measure. Ho
added that public .hearings would begin
in January.

Spends Day in Bed.
The governor had almost entirely re-

covered tonight from his attack of la
grippe, but in compliance with "tltcphysN"
clan's orders ho remained In bed and
saw no one but Messrs. Glass and Willis.'

He will leave at 10;'M a. m. tomorrow
for Staunton, A'a., his birthplace, llioro
to celebrate with the townsfolk his fiTly- -
slxlh birthday anniversary on Saturday.
Tho train will roach Washington at 3:15
p. m. and will be there for fifteen min-
utes while tho two special ears carrying
tlio governor and a party of "Virginians
living In Now York will bo switched from
the Pennsylania railroad to tho Chesa-
peake & Ohio.

It v111 be tho first time, however, that
tho president-ele- ct will havo stopped in
tho national capital sinco election.

A cotncldcnco of tho journey is Hint
Richard H. Taylor, one of the secret
service men detailed with the governor
since election, also halls from Staunton,
from which place as a boy ho ran away
to sea and won a medal of honor from
congross for safely navigating an Amer-
ican war vessel and saving it from de-

struction In a hurrica-n- off the' Samoan
islands In 3SS0.

elect, She said tonight that while his
health had Improved, sho had thought It
a, bit risky fpr him to make tho trip to

utes early in tho day, hut did not think
another vfsit necessary until early to-

morrow. It is unlikely that the governor
will make any more automobile trips to
ruid from Trenton In the cold weather,
though his indisposition Is believed to bo
as much tho result of tho quick chango
from tho warm lricrmuda cllmato to
frigid longitudes aa to exposure.

The company and its officers, en-

gaged in tho manufacture of Kollogg-'- s

toasted com flakes, are charged with
fixing prices at which tbp flukes arc
sold to retailer and consumer, prevent-
ing competition which would reduco the
prico to tho public, and creating a
monopoly by concentrating the entire
interstate traffic in this commodity in
the hands of jobbers and retailers who
abide hy prico agreements exacted by
the defendants. It is alleged that the
defendants have iuvoked tho patent
laws through the use of a patented car-to- u

in which tho flakes arc packed as
a "mere subterfuge and device to es-

cape tho provisions of the Shorman
law. The government asks for

t'ompaTvyy'its 'offi-
cers and agents from controlling the
price of the breakfast; food aftor it
loaves the hands of the manufacturer.

ants:
Kellogg Toasted Corn l'lakes com-

pany and Will K. Kellogg, Wilfred U.

Kellogg and Andrew Kose, respectively
president, secretary and general mana-
ger of tho compauj', all of Battle
Creek, Mich.

Tho suit is regarded by tho govern-
ment as of vast importance becauoo of
its bearing on the right of a manufac-
turer to coutrol prices to tho consumer.

JL is alleged that the compauy sells
only to johbors, refusing absolutely to
deal directly with consumers or with
the retail trade. The commodity, ac-

cording to tho petition, is sold to job-

bers at a uniform price under an agree-
ment that the jobbers will hcU to re-

tailers at a prico i'Lxcd by the defend-
ants. The defondauts xire charged with
strictly enforcing the agreement ot
sale by absolutely refusing to deal with
anv jobber who fails to maintain tho
specified price.

Attempt to Fix Prices.
U is pointed out that u notice

signed by the Kellogg Corn Flake com--pnn- y

is printed on a flap of tho carton
in which tho flakes aro packed, stat-
ing that the package and its contents
aro sold conditionally with tho distinct
understanding that the' will not be xo.

tailed at less than 30 cents per package.
For selling set loss than that price the
vendor is warned by the notice that he
is liable to prosecution as an infringer
of patent rights,

Tho government insists that tho pat-

ented carton cau afford Ho protection
in attempting to fix resale prices by re-

tailers because it is alleged:
The carton was not in fat--t patent-

able as all of its material features had
long been in use boforo the patent was
issued; the value of tho carton Is neg-

ligible, tho contents alone being de-

sired by tho purchaser, tho defendants
having sold tho cartons and contoutH
to jobbers, havo purled with all title

commodities and havo no legal
right lo fix- - prices at which the retail
purchaser- from tho jobber shall bo re-

quired to sell; and lastly, "its use it
resorted to as a mora subterfuge oud
novice- to avoid the provisiona" of the
antitrust law and the provisions of the
common law controlling such contracts.

the plan is successful, it is expected
to have tho effect, break-
ing pp ..at. out .stroke-- the political forms
and the system of alliances of Europe of
today.

In a word, the archduke alms at the
creation of a vast Slav empire of the
south under the crown of the Ilapsburg.
ITo Is now preparing a coup d'etat in
Austria-Hungar- y to clear the way for
tlio first part of his programme, which
la the liberation of the discontented and

peoples who form tho empire.
Having thus mado a clean sweep of ex-

isting political conditions, hc wilt pro-

ceed with the work or' building up by
restoring the ancient and historical king-
doms and founding new principalities.

The new confederation, according to
the samo authority, la to include the au-

tonomous kingdoms of Hungary, Bohemia
and Poland, each with Its own 'personal
ruler; Servia, with its frontiers extended
by recent victories and still further in-

creased by the inclusion of Slavonia;
Montenegro, enlarged by a part of Dal-Inat- la

and part of Ilorzogovlna and the
other Balkan states.

Voland is said to have been quick to
grasp tho plan and has signified unani-
mous adhesion. Bulgaria is favorably
disposed, and active pourparlers aro now
going on between Emperor Ferdinand and
Archduke Franz Ferdinand. Servia, it is
said, Is beginning to realise the advan-
tage of the scheme.

Frightened, ho started on with, tho re-

Tho. fourth horse was killed
when Corn camped for the second night.

On the-thir- night he built a big fire,
hoping to savo his one remaining horse,
but when ha arose in the morning the
fire was still smoldering, but his horse
had been taken away, He followed marks
of blood for half a mile and then found
tho remains of his lust horse.

Corn then started, on the last leg of
his journey, fighting wolves all tho way.
Ho walked thirty miles beforo arriving
at Thompson Springs, carrying his sad-
dle on his back. Hc arrived here today
for new horses and equipment.
